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's fury as park gate 
stops ambulance from 
reaching injured child 



A SERIOUSLY injured girl 
was forced to wait almost an 
hour for an ambulance after 
a padlocked gate prevented 
paramedics from entering 
Harlow Town Park. 

Abbey Tew (12), of Stile Croft, 
was left in agony after dislocating 
her knee while playing with her 
sister Maddy and dad John in the 
park’s adventure playground. 

Although an ambulance was 
called, it could not get to her 
because the gated entrance on 
Netteswell Road was locked. 

Paramedics eventually gave up 
trying to gain vehicle access and 
instead trudged 500 yards across 
parkland laden with first aid 
equipment and a trolley 
stretcher. 

Furious dad John said: 
“Abbey was in a lot of 
pain but she had to wait 
for almost an hour for the 
paramedics to take her to 
hospital because all the 
access gates were pad¬ 
locked and the crew didn’t 
have a key. 

“Thankfully she wasn’t 
seriously injured but it doesn’t 
bear thinking about what would 
have happened if a life was at 
risk.” 

Although Harlow-based ambu¬

lance crews are supposed to be 
supplied with keys to the park’s 
access gates, the team despatched 
to collect Abbey had come from 
Loughton. 

“It’s all very well that Harlow 
crews have got the right keys but 
what happened with my daughter 
proves that the system needs to be 
changed,” said John. 

“The crew were fantastic and I 
couldn’t fault them for how they 
looked after my daughter, but 
surely it wouldn’t cost much to 
have keypad locks installed on the 
gates to avoid this happening 
again.” 

Tony Hall, chairman of the 
authority’s environment policy 
working group, said the ambu¬ 
lance service should have sent a 
Harlow-based crew to the scene. 

“The question that needs to be 
asked is why a local ambulance 
crew with local knowledge was 
not sent to this incident,” he said. 

“The padlocks are fitted on the 
request of the police and keys for 
these access gates are distributed 
to all emergency services in 
Harlow. These are standard pad-

Ed's victory a 
positive move 
says Rammell

FORMER Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell this week welco¬ 
med the election of new 
Labour leader Ed Miliband 
- despite having backed his 
older brother David for the 
job. 

Ed won Saturday’s election 
after receiving just over one per 
cent more votes than his brother 
from Labour MPs, party mem¬ 
bers and the unions. 

Mr Rammell, who represented 
Harlow from 1997 until 
this year, had worked 
closely with the former 
Foreign Secretary David 
during his time as Armed 
Forces minister. 

“It was always going to 
be a close result,” he told the 
Star on Tuesday. “Speaking 
to party members, I know it 
was an incredibly difficult 
and tight decision between 
Ed and David when they both 
have and share the same val¬ 
ues.” 

Ed’s win on Saturday repre¬ 
sented a dramatic rise from rela¬ 
tive obscurity for the former ener¬ 
gy secretary who only beca-me an 
MP in 2005. 

Unlike his brother, Ed has been 
critical of New Labour’s record 
including on the Iraq war, leading 
many to brand him the candidate 
of the left. 

But Mr Rammell denied that 
there was a large difference in 
thinking between the candidates. 




“Ed will prove to be an incred¬ 
ibly effective leader for the 
Labour Party,” he said. “There is 
no great ideological schism in the 
Labour Party with Ed on the one 
side and David on the other. 

“The party is more united than 
in previous generations.” 

Mr Rammell said the initial 
response among voters to Ed was 
positive. 

“After Ed’s election I was 
immediately on the doorstep on 
Sunday and there was a good

response to him,” he said. 

“Obviously there has got to be 
time for people to get to know 
him and he is going to want to 
make his mark and take the party 
forward.

“I have absolutely no doubt that 
Ed Miliband will make a better 
Prime Minister than either David 
Cameron or Nick Clegg.” 


Noisy neighbour taken to court 
for breaching abatement notice 


A NOISY neighbour who played 
loud music and shouted at 
“unbearable” levels has been fined 
£525 and ordered to pay Harlow 
Council more than £1,100 in costs. 

Kori Homan, of Little 
Pynchons, was served with a 
noise abatement notice in 
February by environmental health 
officers after neighbours com¬ 
plained that music and shouting 
often reached intolerable levels at 


night and during the early hours. 

However, the problem contin¬ 
ued and on Friday Homan was 
convicted at Harlow Magistrates 
Court of three breaches of the 
abatement notice. 

Homan, who did not attend the 
hearing, was fined £175 for each 
offence and ordered to pay 
£1121.93 costs. 

Afterwards, Councillor Tony 
Hall, chairman of the council’s 


environment policy working 
group, said: “The noisy behaviour 
of Mr Homan has been causing 
misery to his neighbours and it 
simply can’t go on. 

“Despite being given a warning, 
Mr Homan continued to disrupt 
people’s right to peace and quiet in 
their own homes. 

“The council will take people to 
court if they continue to be noisy 
and don’t change their behaviour.”

Firms facing a 
crackdown on 
waste disposal 

BUSINESSES were this week 
warned they could face fines of 
up to £5,000 if they are caught 
dumping waste illegally. 

Harlow Council will be carrying 
out checks on all firms in the 
town next month to ensure they 
are following the correct 
procedures for the disposal of 
commercial waste. 

The crackdown comes after a 
significant number of 
businesses were found to have 
no arrangements in place or 
awareness of their legal 
responsibilities. 

Under the Environmental 
Protection Act, commercial 
premises must store and dispose 
of their waste in a safe and legal 
manner and keep records of 
waste transfer documentation 
for two years. 

Businesses not complying with 
the regulations could face fines 
of up to £5,000. 

Joel Charles, chairman of the 
council’s community & 
citizenship policy working 
group, said: “Businesses should 
be aware that they, like 
householders, are still 
responsible if they pay someone 
else to take the waste away and 
it ends up fly-tipped so they 
must use a company with a 
waste carrier licence. 

“There are examples of where 
waste is not contained properly 
and this can attract rats and 
make shopping and business 
areas look untidy which doesn’t 
help anyone’s business. 

“This also contributes to litter 
in the street costing council 
taxpayers money to pick up.”

STAFF at a Harlow nursery 
fear they will not be able to 
afford to equip their newly 
built pre-school building 
following the Government’s 
planned public spending 
freeze. 

Kidz OK will soon move into 
new purpose-built premises on 
the Little Parndon School site 
in Park Mead, the construction 
of which was funded by a capi¬ 
tal buildings grant secured 
through the last Government’s 
Sure Start scheme. 

But pre-school manager 
Debbie Newman is concerned 
that spending cuts announced 
by the new coalition Govern¬ 
ment will mean the new build¬ 
ing remains little more than an 
empty shell. 

“The nursery simply can’t 
afford to kit the centre out,” she 
told the Star. 

“We looking to double our 
intake from 50 to 100 children 
and need lots of new equipment 
to cater for the extra kids, but 
it’s looking very unlikely that 
we’re going to get any help 
from the Government. 

“The building is basically an 
empty shell; we need cookers, 


appliances, classroom furni¬ 
ture, climbing frames, sports 
equipment... the list goes on. 

“What’s the point of having 
this lovely new building if we 
can’t even use it to its full 
potential?” 

The nursery cur¬ 
rently operates out of 
St Thomas’s Church 
Hall in Hodings 
Road, but increased 
demand from the 
local community 
has necessitated a 
move to larger 
premises. 

“We’re the only 
sessional nursery 
in the area and we 
have a huge 
demand for our 
services, which is 


why we decided to expand. 

“It will be such a shame if we 
don’t have the proper resources 
to make the most of our new 
home. We’ll be doing all we can 
to raise money to buy the new 
equipment for ourselves.” 

When contacted by the Star 
this week, Harlow MP Rob 
Halfon said he was eager to 
meet with staff at the nursery to 
discuss their concerns. 

“Obviously we don’t yet 
know the full details of the 
spending review but I’m keen 
to speak with the nursery man¬ 
ager and staff about their con¬ 
cerns over resources,” he said. 

“Even though we are in diffi¬ 
cult economic times, it is 
important to make sure that 
there is adequate nursery provi¬ 
sion in Harlow.” 



Fatal flat blaze started 
by discarded cigarette 


A DISABLED man described as 
a “gentle giant” by his family 
died after carelessly discarding a 
cigarette, an inquest heard. 

The body of housebound 
Stephen Page (56), who also suf¬ 
fered from a mental illness, was 
found by firefighters in his burn¬ 
ing flat in Tithelands on July 5. 

He had been kneeling at the 
foot of his bed when he died. 

Assistant divisional officer 
David Barritt, of the Essex Fire 
and Rescue Service, told the 
inquest that neighbours John 
Robinson and Michael Yap had 
tried in vain to rescue Mr Page 
after the fire broke out in the 
ground floor flat at around 11pm. 

The two men broke through 
the front door but were beaten 
back by the heat which was so 
intense it melted a firefighter’s 
visor. 

A thermal imaging camera 


found Mr Page’s body. He died 
from extensive burns and smoke 
inhalation. 

Essex assistant deputy coroner 
Eleanor McGann told Tuesday’s 
inquest that both Mr Page’s sister 
and a carer, who had visited him 
the day before the fire, had said 
he was “cheery and chatty” when 
they last spoke to him. 

The former laboratory assis¬ 
tant, who suffered from swelling 
of his legs which left him unable 
to walk without a frame or stick, 
was known to smoke in bed 
while listening to music. 

An ashtray full of cigarette 
ends and other smoking materi¬ 
als was found in the bedroom. 

Investigating fire officers had 
used a sniffer dog to rule out the 
use of any accelerant, and ADO 
Barritt told the inquest the fire 
was probably caused by discard¬ 
ed smoking materials.

Halfon applauds council tax band freeze 


THE Government’s decision to shelve 
plans for a review of council tax 
banding valuations will save the aver¬ 
age Harlow family more than £300 
per year, according to the town’s MP. 

Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles announced this week that tax 
bands will not be revalued during the 
term of the current Parliament. 

Property prices have soared during 
the 17 years since the last revaluation 
but the decision means householders 


will not face council tax increases 
based on property inflation. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon told the 
Star: “This is great news and will be 
welcomed by everyone who has seen 
their finances hit as a result of the 
economic downturn. 

“The last thing they would want at 
the present time is a hefty increase in 
their council tax bills. These are prob¬ 
ably the biggest domestic bills that 
people face each year and it will be a 


relief to many that the bands are not 
going to be reassessed. 

“Any banding change would result 
in householders having to pay several 
hundred pounds more and this 
increase would have hit many people 
hard, particularly the poorer fami¬ 
lies.” 

The Government said a rise from 
Band D - the benchmark for council 
tax - to Band E would cost house¬ 
holds an extra £320 a year.

College students still face 
treacherous road crossing 


SIR, It was back in May when the Harlow 
College student union ran a strong campaign 
resulting in a significant number of people 
signing a petition calling for a safer crossing 
in Velizy Avenue. 

This led to the newly elected Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon contacting Essex County 
Council and subsequently receiving an 
assurance that the crossing would be 
upgraded to a toucan crossing system before 
the start of the new September term. 

We now read in the Star that, at an estimated 
cost of £9.3m, work has started on the new 
university building on the college site. But to 
date there is no firm evidence that, at a 
fraction of this figure, the Velizy Avenue 
safety improvements will actually be 
implemented. 

Indeed, councillors have recently been 
vacillating on whether to install the cheaper 
puffin crossing system rather than the more 
expensive toucan system. 

Mr Halfon recently stated that Harlow 
College is rapidly becoming one the best in 
the UK. However, from a health and safety 
standpoint, the main access provision to the 
college has to be one of the worst. 

Students are still being subjected to the daily 
abuse from inconvenienced motorists whilst 
negotiating a thoroughly treacherous route to 
the college via an inadequate, outdated 
crossing provision which barely allows a 
handful of students to cross safely at one 
time. 

If they are lucky enough to beat a flashing 
amber light, there is still the further 
challenge of dodging cars exiting from the 
multi-storey car park, accessing the college 
from the southbound Velizy Avenue slip road 
or exiting the college itself. As if this isn’t 
bad enough, there are now construction 
vehicles to contend with. 

In my opinion students deserve a medal, let 
alone certificates, for just making it on to 
campus.

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has told 
Home Secretary Theresa May the clo¬ 
sure of Harlow Magistrates Court 
would have a major impact on the 
town. 

The proposal by the Ministry of Justice to 
axe both the magistrates and county court 
buildings was discussed at a meeting between 
Mr Halfon, Mrs May and the Chief Constable 
of Essex Police, Jim Barker-McCardle. 

Both Mr Halfon and the Chief Constable 
voiced concern at the possible consequences 
of the proposal if it goes ahead. 

If Harlow’s magistrates court is closed the 
public and police officers will have to travel 
to Chelmsford, a round trip of more than 40 
miles. 

“I believe a magistrates’ court is vital for 
Harlow as we are a major growth town,” said 
Mr Halfon. “The Ministry of Justice already 
admits that our court is a busy and thriving 
place which is used Monday to Friday. 

“If we lost the court, one potential threat to 
policing would be a delay to the issue of 
search warrants out 
of office hours as 
police officers would 
have to be driven to 
Chelmsford, sworn 
in front of a magis¬ 
trate and then driven 
back to Harlow.” 

Mr Halfon descr¬ 
ibed the meeting as 
productive, adding: 
“The Home Secret¬ 
ary was confident 
that, despite the 
tough decisions that 
we have to take on 
the economy, Essex 
Police will be well- 
placed to continue 
their work in Harl¬ 
ow.

Mr Halfon also 
raised his proposal 
for volunteer rail¬ 
way specials fol¬ 
lowing the spate of 
of deaths on rail 
lines near Harlow’s 
stations. 

“Their sole focus 
would be to patrol 
the platforms to 
identify any suspi¬ 
cious behaviour, and 
prevent it,” he said. 

“They would be 
community volun¬ 
teers and would 
have similar powers 
to other special con¬ 
stables,” he said. 

“Hopefully, this 
will help to reduce 
fatalities on the Lo¬ 
ndon to Harlow line 
which have been a 
problem in recent 
years.”

A ROW has broken out between 
Harlow Council and a local his¬ 
torian after his recently pub¬ 
lished book about the history of 
the authority was banned from 
sale at the Museum of Harlow. 

The 208-page A Civic History of 
Harlow Council 1955-1985 by Ron 
Bill was officially launched at St 
John’s ARC on Friday. 

However, he claims the Conserv¬ 
ative-run council has refused to allow 
the book, which charts the authority’s 
first 30 years under Labour rule, to 
be stocked or sold at the museum. 

It also turned down Mr Bill’s 
request to launch the book in the 
Gibberd Gallery at the Civic Centre. 

Mr Bill, who has raised £4,000 to 
publish the book himself, said he was 
extremely disappointed with the 
decision. 

“I hope the council will lift its 
ban on the book being stocked and 
sold at the Museum of Harlow as I 
am anxious that local people should 
be able to buy copies locally,” he 
said. 

“I have been told that they will 
not buy any copies until they see a 
copy of the final printed book, 
which considering this is a book 
about their organisation is ridic¬ 
ulous. 

“It’s clear to anyone taking a 
brief glance at it that this is not 
a political book.” 

Mr Bill, who is a regular contribu¬ 
tor to the Star’s Nostalgia column, 
had previously offered to show coun¬ 
cil officers draft copies but the 
authority did not take up his offer. 

Joel Charles, chairman of the 
council’s community and citizenship 
working group, said: “We haven’t 
refused to stock the book at the

museum. We have asked to see a 
copy of the book before we stock it 
and we still haven’t seen a copy.” 

On Friday more than 250 people 
attended the book launch, including 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon, Harlow 
Civic Society chairman Stan Newens 
and Jason Cowley, editor of the New 


Statesman magazine. 

Mr Bill said he was “overwhelmed 
and overjoyed” by the turnout. “I 
spent many years working on the 
book because I’m proud of my town 
and I’m proud of the achievements of 
the council in its first 30 years of 
life,” he said.

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Racist yob jailed 
for flouting ASBO 


A RACIST yob has been jailed for 12 
months after breaching an anti-social 
behaviour order by racially abusing 
an Asian newsagent. 

John Hennigan, who wore a T-shirt bearing 
the name of neo-Nazi skinhead band 
Screwdriver to his sentence hearing, had 
already been shown leniency by a judge in 
January this year after breaching the order for 
the fifth time. 

But as Hennigan (44), of Brockles Mead, 
Harlow, sat in the dock at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Thursday, Judge Anthony Goldstaub 
told him the courts would not disregard defi¬ 
ance of its orders. 

The court heard that just three months after

breaching the ASBO for the fifth time, 
Hennigan racially assaulted a newsagent by 
throwing a display stand of sweets at him. 

Richard Stevens, prosecuting, said 
Hennigan went into the shop at Adams House 
where the owner’s brother, Satpall Mathu, 
was serving. At first the two men chatted 
amicably and Mr Mathu gave Hennigan a can 
of beer because it was his birthday. 

But after two other customers left, 
Hennigan claimed they had stolen something 
from his rucksack and began arguing with Mr 
Mathu, who took back the can of beer and 
asked him to leave the premises. 


Mr Stevens said Hennigan refused and 
shouted “Paki bastard” at Mr Mathu. He then 
started to throw sweets from displays and the 
counter and picked up a stand and threw it 
towards Mr Mathu. 

The two men then fell to the floor in a scuf¬ 
fle and a witness called police. As Hennigan 
was led from the shop by police officers he 
spat at Mr Mathu. 

The court heard that Hennigan was given 
an anti-social behaviour order at Harlow 
County Court in 2005 on the application of 
the Harlow Council, despite being acquitted 
at crown court of a charge of arson at an 
address where he was staying. 

The ASBO banned him from acting anti- 
socially, using abusive language or harass¬ 
ment towards any member of the public and 
barred him from being drunk in public. 

Christopher Grout, representing the defen¬ 
dant at Thursday’s sentence hearing, said the 
ASBO was not imposed for repeated anti¬ 
social behaviour and claimed Hennigan’s 
breaches were generally for being found with 
a can of beer in public by police. 

“The incident in the shop escalated 
because he believed people had taken alcohol 
from him,” said Mr Grout. “There was no 
physical contact between him and the shop¬ 
keeper.” 

Speaking from the dock, Hennigan said: 
“I’ve never had a problem with drink in my 
life but the council put drink on my ASBO.”

Fireman saves driver seconds 
before flames engulf his car 



AN off-duty firefighter has 
been praised for saving the life 
of a motorist who was trapped 
in his car after an accident. 
The incident happened in St 
Leonard’s Road, Nazeing, 
shortly before 8pm on 
Thursday. 

Incident commander Steve 
Foster said off-duty 
firefighter Brant Baker (43), a 
crew manager based at 
Enfield fire station, saw the 
car on its roof with flames 
coming out from under the 
bonnet while on his way to 
pick up his 14-year-old son. 
“He thought he could see the 
silhouette of someone in the 
driver’s seat and went to 
investigate,” said Mr Foster. 


“When he got the door he 
realised that the driver was 
still in his car. He kicked the 
door open and pulled the man 
to safety. Seconds later the car 
burst into flames. 

“If it hadn’t been for the 
brave actions of this off duty 
firefighter the driver would 
almost certainly have been 
killed.”

T HOUSANDS of Christians 
file into a London football 
stadium - worshipping, 
praying, connecting. 

They gather to celebrate Pentecost, the 
birth of the Christian church, and join 
fellow worshippers in a Global day of 
Prayer. 

Among the crowd is devout Christian 
Eddie Rouse. He watches as a group of 
individuals are ushered on to the stage 
to explain their work in the community. 
They are street pastors. They fight 
crime in their own way - in teams of 
four, offering kerbside counselling, 
first aid, prayers and assistance to 
binge-drinkers at the weekend. 

The concept appeals to Mr Rouse, 
who’s already starting to worry about 
what the future holds for his son when 
he starts spending his weekends at 
nightclubs in Harlow. 

That event may have taken place more 
than two years ago but it resonated 
with Mr Rouse. And when earlier this 
year he heard the street pastors scheme 
was about to arrive in Harlow he was 
more than willing to participate. 

What’s more, he fit the bill: a regular 
churchgoer of more than a year and 
well over the age of 18. 

After 12 weeks of training he was 
ready to take to the streets on a Friday 
night as part of a team offering 
assistance and prayer wherever it was 
needed. 

“I just feel that there’s an awful lot of 
prayer that’s gone into this for a long 
time and I really believe the Lord 
wants us there to shine a light onto the 
town,” he said. 

Street pastors have been around for 
over seven years. Gaining momentum 
from humble beginnings in Brixton, the 
organisation has amassed thousands of 
volunteers and 125 teams across the 
UK. They arrived in Harlow earlier this 
month. 

It was Reverend Les Isaacs who came 
up with the original concept and fought 
for the development and survival of the 
scheme in its early days. 

He was disheartened by the night life 
and gang crimes in south London and 
wanted to take action. His idea, 
adapted from a Jamaican initiative, was 
to send out groups of trained Christians 
into neighbourhoods suffering from 
high crime rates and encourage them to 
interact with the community and offer 


support without any agenda. 
Miraculously, the initiative did make a 
real difference. Areas where the pastors 
were introduced slowly began to see a 
reduction in crime. 

In 2005 a nine-month police evaluation 
in Southwark recorded up to a 95 per 
cent fall in calls about public disorder 
whenever the street pastors were out 
patrolling. In May of this year Chief 
Inspector Andy Boyd credited the 
group with reducing crime and 
improving the safety of Wantage, a 
town in Oxfordshire. 

A group of vicars, pastors and local 
Christian leaders had heard about the 
success of the initiative and contacted 
police forces in Hertfordshire and 
Essex about the scheme. Broxbourne’s

contingent hit the streets back in 2007 
and Bishop’s Stortford followed a year 
later. 

Chelmsford launched its team more 


recently and it seemed like the perfect 
place for those interested in launching 
the scheme in Harlow to get a first¬ 
hand glimpse at how the group worked. 
Local police officers and a number of 
church leaders travelled to the town 
and were impressed by what they saw. 
Several meetings followed last spring 
before parent organisation the 
Ascension Trust, headed by Reverend 
Isaacs, supplied training materials, 
their own representative and prepared 
the necessary insurance. 

When the street pastors finally hit the 
streets of Harlow they were backed by 
‘prayer warriors’ operating from a 
control centre in St Paul’s Church. Up 
to four warriors will provide real-time 
backup for the street team by 


continuously praying for them and 
when possible, the street team will dial 
the church in response to a request for 
prayer. 

“We can pray through the phone to the 
people on the ground or we might just 
hang up and pray for them,” said co¬ 
ordinator Kinglsey Yeboah, recognising 
that some circumstances might make it 
difficult to pray for individuals over the 
phone. 

Power of prayer aside, the team 
obviously cannot handle every 
situation. They depend on police, door 
staff and the CCTV control room if 
they are confronted by violent 
behaviour. 

“The fact that we are Christians only 
means we want to keep people safe,” 
said team member Giles Wright. 

He joined the ranks in April when he 
attended a forum for Christians held at 
the Civic Centre. The idea immediately 
appealed to him; he could help out the 
church without being accused of 
preaching while at the same time 
putting his first aid skills to good use. 
“We’re looking forward to doing more 
and offering any support we can. And, 
of course, we’ll pray for people if they 
ask us to,” he said. 

And Harlow’s clubbers and pub-goers 
have asked, with the team receiving 
prayer requests for lost family 
members, failed relationships and even 
exam results in the first weeks of the 
scheme. 

The concept may seem bizarre to non¬ 
believers but pulling on the water-proof 
jacket and matching cap imprinted with 
the street pastor logo is clearly a source 
of pride for this dedicated team. 

“We weren’t sure how we would be 
received but we’ve been hugely 
encouraged by the response we’ve had 
so far,” said Giles. 

“Everyone seems very pleased to have 
our presence. I’m confident the scheme 
will prove to be a real success in 
Harlow.”

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Police praised for action to tackle anti-social behaviour 


THE work of Essex Police in tackling anti¬ 
social behaviour has been highlighted in a 
national report. 

A study by Her Majesty’s Chief Insp¬ 
ector of Constabulary said anti-social 
behaviour should be a key priority for 
police because of the effect it can have on 
people’s everyday lives. 

HMIC inspectors highlighted the work of 
Essex Police in dealing with ASB problems 
which, according to the report, were gener¬ 
ally a low or moderate issue of concern to 
people living in the county. 

In Essex this year there are 4,233 fewer 


victims of ASB than last year - a 10 per 
cent fall in reported incidents compared to 
the year before. In all five Essex Police 
areas there have been noticeable falls in the 
number of problems. 

The Chief Constable of Essex Police, Jim 
Barker-McCardle, said: “I have personally 
insisted since I arrived in Essex that we 
respond actively to calls from the public 
when there is a concern about anti-social 
behaviour. 

“This survey shows that as we do that, 
people are reassured and say that the situa¬ 
tion has been resolved or improved. The 


police can’t solve all these issues alone and 
we value the involvement of key partners 
such as councils and others and particular¬ 
ly of local community groups. 

“HMIC usefully highlights areas we can 
improve further and I'm very glad to report 
that we have already made great progress. 

“I have to balance ASB work with other 
vital police work such as combating serious 
organised crime, but I promise people in 
Essex that we will keep on improving our 
work, with you, to reduce anti-social 
behaviour.” 

Robert Chambers, chairman of Essex 


Police Authority, added: “Anti-social 
behaviour can have a serious impact on 
people's lives and I am pleased that tack¬ 
ling this is one of the force's top priori¬ 
ties. 

“I am confident that Essex Police 
will do all it can to further improve the 
service that the people of Essex 
receive, continuing to keep our coun¬ 
ty a safe and pleasant place to live.”

From one-hit 
wonders to 
'Wonder wall'

F ROM humble 

beginnings come great 
things. And that is 
certainly true of one of the 
protagonists in this week’s 
trip down memory lane. 


It is the story of how one man 
went from managing bands in 
Harlow to taking the reigns of 
Britpop heavyweights Oasis, all in 
the space of just 10 years. 


The story came to our attention 
after we asked readers to share 
their memories of Harlow band 
The Vaqueros, who in 1985 were 
hoping to become the next big 
thing. 


We reported how Marcus Russell, 
then a partner in a small music 
management company, told the 
Star he had taken on the band 
after listening to a demo tape. 


Our request for more information 
was a shot in the dark but reaped 
rich rewards when reader Kevin 
Jones got in touch. 


“Marcus was a local teacher at a 
secondary school in Harlow who 
had a dream to one day make it big 
in music management,” writes 
Kevin. “He went on to manage not 
only The Vaqueros but also local 



one-hit wonders called Roman 
Holiday. 

“The last I heard of Marcus he was 
managing a small beat combo from 
Manchester. Now what were they 
called? Oh yeah, Oasis!” 

Welshman Marcus, pictured right, 
managed the Mancunian band since 
the mid 1990s and oversaw their 
meteoric rise from indie beat 
merchants to world famous rock 
band. 

Unfortunately, he didnot achieve the 
same success with The Vaqueros. 
Kevin thinks they drifted into 
obscurity although he was able to 
tell us more about one member - 
Mickey Howard. 

“Mickey was a very talented multi

Roy, who played for 
St Hare FC in the 
Harlow Sunday 
League, said: “We 
wrote to the 
Uruguayan embassy 
asking if it would be 
possible to play a 
match for charity.” 

The audacious request 
was reported in the 
newspapers and even 
featured in the Daily 
Mirror, which quoted 
an embassy official as 
saying: “I am sure our 
team will welcome 
the opportunity to get 
acquainted with such 
a fine representation 
of your community.” 


But Roy said the idea 
was eventually 
quashed by the game’s 
ruling body in 
England. 

"Unfortunately we 
were turned down by 
not only the FA but 
also the Essex FA as 
they felt it would be 
too risky regarding 
the Uruguayan players 
getting injuries,” he 
said. 

“We met some of the 


Uruguayan officials at 
the Saxon Inn and 
they were equally 
disappointed as we 
were.”

RODRIGO Cortes’s thriller goes 
back to basics by asking us to 
invest all of our emotions in just 
one character who spends the 
entire film on screen trapped in 
a single, cramped location. 

Not since Sam Rockwell discovered 
the terrifying secrets of Moon or 
Tom Hanks found himself a 
castaway with only a volleyball for 
company, has the entire weight of a 
film rested on one actor's shoulders. 
Truck driver Paul Conroy (Ryan 
Reynolds) is attacked during a 
convoy run in Iraq and wakes inside 
a crudely constructed coffin. 

With no obvious way out, Paul 


discovers a mobile phone with a 
weak signal and hurriedly calls for 
help, telling the 911 operator: “I 
don’t know what’s going on. I’m 
buried in a box!” 

As anxiety takes hold in the 
cramped confines of his makeshift 
prison, Paul discovers that terrorists 
have placed him in the box and 
want a $5m ransom. 

The terrorist leader, Jabir (Jose Luis 
Garcia-Perez), is adamant that if 
Paul wants to see his wife Linda 
(Samantha Mathis) again, he must 
pay up. 

Dan Brenner (Robert Paterson), an 
officer who is trained in hostage 
negotiation, and trucking company 
rep Alan Davenport (Stephen 
Tobolowsky) seem powerless to 
help. The prospects look bleak. 
Buried wrings every last drop of 
tension from a simple dramatic set¬ 


up, making excellent use of the 
natural lighting to capture Paul's 
mounting distress. 

Cortes doesn’t allow his camera to 
escape from the subterranean 
prison for a single second. There are 
no flashbacks and no fleeting 
glimpses of the sunshine above the 
tomb. Instead, the camera cleverly 
moves around the space over 
Reynolds’ dirty, sweat-drenched 
body, lit by the flickers of a cigarette 
lighter or the beam of a torch. 

There are whispers of a possible 
Oscar nomination for Reynolds for 
his overwrought theatrics. But while 
he certainly holds our attention, the 
actor doesn’t have the emotional 
range to take us to the edge with his 
stricken character and he doesn’t 
always earn our sympathy, 
culminating in a skin-crawling 
interlude involving an unexpected 
visitor to the box.

M ONDEO man may not 

have proved as pivotal in 
the recent general 
election as he was back in 1997, 
but at least he can take solace in 
the fact that in the 13 years 
since, he has become better 
looking, more reliable and more 
powerful. 

He may or may not be so pleased 
to hear that he’s also become 
more exclusive. In the decade 
and a bit since New Labour 
entered power on a groundswell 
of support from the Ford 
Mondeo driving everyman, the 
rep-segment staple has been 
overtaken as the vehicle of 
choice for motorway journey¬ 
men by the premium BMW 3 
Series model, with drivers 
buoyed by a booming economy 
and an arguably more even 
distribution of wealth. 

A couple of years on from the 
hardest-hitting recession of a 
generation all of that seems a 
long time ago. And now the Ford 
Mondeo is gunning to bring 
some of those premium saloon 
drivers back into its fold as the 
age of austerity hits home. 

There are one or two problems, 
however. Firstly, the Mondeo had 
become rather expensive as a 
result of a drop in the value of 
Sterling. Secondly, those drivers 
who have been enjoying the high 



regard, powerful performance 
and premium feel that a German 
marque affords have become 
somewhat accustomed to the 
trappings. 

The responses have come two¬ 
fold. Ford has recently 
restructured its price plans 
across the existing line-up of 
models, offering far greater 
value across its range including 
the Mondeo. And now the 
Mondeo has been revised with 
the aim of offering more power, 
more refinement and a more 
premium feel. 

Read any review of the previous 
generation Ford Mondeo and it 
will tell you that it’s a vehicle 
that offers a class-leading 
package. Handsome good looks, 
a spacious interior, a 
contemporary cockpit and the 


crisp handling that’s become 
expected of Ford models were all 
present. 

It’s probably for the best, then, 
that Ford has concentrated its 
efforts resulting in a revised 
model that is at once 
comfortingly familiar and 
intriguingly different. 

It’s worth noting early on that 
the traditional four-door saloon 
model is no more in the UK. Its 
sales were so inconsequential 
that Ford has opted only to offer 
the sleeker five-door and 
accommodating estate. 

From the outside, the changes 
are subtle but apparent on closer 
inspection. The shared front 
ends are more in keeping with 
the hugely popular Focus and S- 
Max models. 


is sleeker, while the lower, 
trapezoidal portion has been 
made larger. LED running lamps 
are integrated into the fog lamp 
units and, along the sides, more 
chrome around the windows of 
the upper trim level models 
highlights the sleek window line 
and gives a greater impression 
of quality 

The same affect is mostly 
achieved, inside with revisions 
to details such as the door-panel 
design giving a more upmarket 
and design conscious feel. The 
centre console boasts a simple 
and attractive layout while the 
instrument binnacle is very 
impressive, with a clear colour 
display conveying information 
in an effortlessly absorbed 
manner. 


The upper portion of the grille The menu-based interface takes 


a little practice to master but is 
a success and even the models 
equipped with the new lane 
departure warning and speed 
limiter options use a minimum 
of buttons. 

Also worthy of note are the 
extremely comfortable and 
supportive seats, the kind high- 
mileage drivers will really 
appreciate. 

The changes go beyond 
cosmetics. Two new engine 
options include a 197bhp version 
of the 2.2-litre ‘DuraTorq’ diesel 
and a 237bhp, 2.0-litre ‘EcoBoost” 
petrol. The latter is available 
with Ford’s six-speed, twin- 
clutch PowerShift automatic 
transmission. 

It’s a slick combination and one 
that makes the most of the 
Mondeo’s cosseting ride and 
responsive chassis, with 
seamless drive and an 
impressive turn of speed. 
Importantly, it’s as smooth in 
town at low speed as when 
cruising, requiring no special 
treatment from the driver’s seat. 
As with the previous model, 
interior space is one of the 
Mondeo’s trump cards. It feels 
hugely accommodating from 
passenger seats and the boot is 
generous in five-door form.. 
Mondeo man can continue to 
feel on top of his game for a few 
more years yet.

Athletes remain focused despite site fears in India

ACE rifleman James 
Huckle was remaining 
calm ahead of his trip to 
India to represent Great 
Britain at his first ever 
Commonwealth Games - 
despite fears over the sub¬ 
standard athletes’ village 
and safety concerns. 

Pictures of poor and filthy 
accommodation have made the 
pages of the national press. 

Meanwhile, a bridge to the com¬ 
plex and the ceiling of the 
weightlifting centre have collapsed 
this week. 

The 20 year-old rifleman from 
Old Road, Old Harlow, was due to 
fly out with the England rifle 
shooting team yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

Huckle is one of four athletes 
from Harlow attending the games. 
He will join 800m runner Andrew 
Osagie and netball star Jo Harten. 
Harlow-born England hockey star 
Chloe Rogers will also compete at 
the event. 

Former Mark Hall School pupil 
Huckle said: “With an event this 
big there are going to be problems. 
Everybody is in the same boat and 
you take it in your stride. 

“I have been there [India] before 
and know what to expect. People 
are so friendly there. We are really 
optimistic of it going ahead. The 
Indians have a different way of 
organising it. I’m sure it will be 
fine.” 

He added: “It will be a big 
shame if we are not there. People 
are so friendly there.” 

Huckle has fond memories of 
India. 

He claimed three gold medals in 
the Commonwealth Youth Games 
in 2008 which were held in Pune. 

These came in the 50m rifle 




prone, 10m air rifle and 50m rifle 
events. 

Huckle also tasted success in 
New Delhi when he claimed three 
silver medals and two bronze 
medals in the Commonwealth 
Shooting Federation Champion¬ 
ships this year. 

Other international success saw 
him claim a gold in the 10m air 
rifle when he represented Great 
Britain at the 2009 Australian 
Youth Olympic Festival in Sydney. 


The Harlow marksman, who 
was invited to train with the Great 
Britain team at the National 
Shooting Centre at Bisley in 
Surrey earlier this year, will be 
competing in two events in India. 

These are the standing 10m air 
rifle competition and three P event 
(prone, standing and kneeling 
from 50m). 

“I’m in the best form of my life 
and I’m really hopeful of getting 
medals,” he added. 


HARLOW netball 
player Joanne Harten, 
pictured above , wants 
nothing less than gold in 
India at the 
Commonwealth Games 
which starts next week. 
Much coverage has been 
given to the problems in 
Delhi. 

However, the former St 
Mark’s School student - 
who flew out to the sub¬ 
continent on Tuesday - 
told the Star: “We have 
been kept up to date by 
England netball and 
Team England. We have 
been getting emails 
every day. 

“We have been 
reassured about our 
safety and that the 
accommodation is 
suitable for us. We have 
been told it is fit for 
human habitation.” 

She added: “We are 
going out there to fly the 
flag and bring back 
gold.” 

It will be the first trip to 
India for the 21 year-old 
Loughborough 
University student who 
is currently studying for 
an international 
relations degree. This 
will be her first
